Garden crops will not give good re- 
sults unless the soil is kept well cul- 
tivated, say the specialists of the Q. S. 
department of agriculture. 


Cultivation is not intended primarily 


to kill weeds, although 
this is im- 


portant, but to loosen the surface and 
let air into the soil so as to provide 
a more congenial environment for th 
roots of the plants. 
Plants in soil 


which is too wet turn yellow and if 
not relieved by proper cultivation and 
drainage. languish and die. Too muuh* 
water in the soil dilutes the soil solu- 
tion, impedes the formation of nitrate, 
destroys desirable soil organisms and 
permits 
the 
development of 
unde- 
sirable ones. 


Soil xvhich has been too wef, if al- 


lowed to dry and bake, offers an en- 
vironment as uncongenial for 
plants 


as when too wet. 
Either 
extreme, 


therefore, should he guarded against. 


If the soil la naturally wet, provide 


surface or tile drains. 
If inclined to 


hake after rains, cultivate as soon as 
it is dry enough. 
As a rule, stirring 


the surface two inches will give better 
results tha.n deep cultivation. 


If the home garden is located near 


the kitchen door, the hoe and rake 
can be kept convenienlly near so that 
odd moments 
can he spent 
in 
cul- 


tivating.

ground such seeds as lettuce, radish, 
parsley, beets, turnips, cabbage, car- 
rots, peas and onions. The wrinkled 
peas should not be planted until later, 
as they are more likely to rot in eool 
ground than are the smooth varieties. 
When the apple blooms fall it is time 
to plant the heat-loving 
vegetables, 


such as cucumbers, beans, sweet corn, 
pumpkin and squash. This is said to 
be an old but excellent rule.

WASHINGTON, April 30.—The 
in- 


creased army program, necessitated by 
the German drive, it is learned, prob- 
ably will be laid before congress by 
Secretary Baker within the next few 
claVs. 
The whole question of avail- 


able equipment, quarters and trans- 
port tonnage has been reviewed re- 
cently in preparation 
for. submitting 
these figures. 


There are some indications that ef- 


forts will be made to add 1,000.000 men 
to the army at the earliest possible 
time, supplementing the 1,500.000 al- 
ready, with the colors and the 800,000 
previously scheduled to be mobilized 
this year. 
The result would be the 


necessity of providing new funds for 
-a force of more than 3,000,000. 


In the war 
department's 
weekly 


statement, issued yesterday, the neces- 
sity for further increasing the army 
to meet the present crisis is thus set 
forth. 


"Ours is the imperative duty of pro- 


viding replacement 
units 
for 
the 


armies in France. We must bo able to 
put fresh men in the Held, thoroughly 
and methodically trained. In addition 
to those already called to the colors 
and now training* at our cantonments 
or already selected for service, very 
large quotas will be required in the 
immediate future to till the gaps." 


If a large increase in the number 


of divisions now organized or in proc- 
ess of organization is planned, it wii 
be necessary to secure an amendment 
to the selective service act removing 
the present restriction of the draft to 
two units of .500,000 men each. While 
the act placed no limit upon the rais- 
ing of replacement troops as may be 
necessary, officials hold that no legal 
right exists for the organization of 
additional line units.

15 TONS OP BOMBS DROPPED BY 


BRITISH AIRCRAFT OX CRUISER 


GOEBEN 


By Associated Press 


LONDON (By Mail).—More than 
15 


tons of bombs were dropped by British 
aircraft at or upon the disabled former 
German battle cruiser 
Goeben 
while 


she lay aground at Nagara Point, in 
the Dardanelles, last January after a 
disastrous sortie, says a detailed story '' 
of the affair which has just been re- 
ceived here. Two hundred and seventy- 
five airplane flights were made -in an 
attempt to complete the destruction of 
the warship. 


Eight or ten airplanes continuously 


harried tho Goeben and Breslau during 
their sortie from the Dardanelles, com- 
pelling- them to steer a zig-zag- course 
which eventually brought the Brcslaii 
into a British mine 
field, 
where she 


struck a mine. Shortly afterward, she 
was hit by an aircraft bomb and sank. 


The Goeben, heading: for home, also 


struck a mine and developed a, serious 
list. 
Aircraft continued to bomb her 


while she entered the straits and ran 
aground at Nagara Point. For seven 
days she remained there, subjected to 
continual attacks from the British air- 
craft. 


On Jan. 25, a British scout rr.achinn 


sighted the Goeben in the arsenal dry 
docks at Constantinople.

to buy a bond. Some think it a sacri- 
fice" because they cannot 
have white 


bread all the time. I heard a woman 
making herself very disagreeable at '. 
railroad station because the train m 
longer had a Pullman. And we cal 
that sacrifice! There is not one in thir 
audience that would 
not go into a 


burning building to rescue those who 
are, dear to them, if it cost them their 
lives. Yet we face the Worst conflagra- 
tion the world has ever seen, and we 
call these little things sacrifice! You 
must get this issue clear—that unless 
free men do end th • war that kin, 
began, your life is not going to ba 
worth living! 


"One other thing: A slight placed 


upon your country or upon the boya 
fighting for your country, or the per- 
sons who control th.e country, is a; 
much a slight to you as an insult t'. 
your mother would be. If you becom* 
so intensely loyal that everybody wil 
r< cognize that you are loyal, you are 
playing a big part in this -var.

Garden crops will not give good re- 
eults unless the soil is kept well cul- 
tivated, say the specialists of the U S 
department of agriculture. 


Cultivation is not intended primarilj 


to kill weeds, although 
this is im- 


portant, but to looser, the surface and 
let air into the soil so as to provide 
a- more congenial environment for the 
roots of the plants. 
Plants in soil 


which is too wet turn yellow and if 
not relieved by proper cultivation and 
drainage, languish and die. Too much 
water in the soil dilutes the soil solu- 
tion, impedes the formation of nitrate 
destroys desirable soil organisms and 


I permits 
the 
development 
of 
unde- 
sirable ones, 


Soil which has been too wet, if al- 


lowed to dry and bake, offers an en- 
vironment as uncongenial for plants 
as when too wet. 
Either 
extreme, 


therefore, should be guarded against. 


If tho soil is naturally wet, provide 


surface or tile drains. 
If inclined to 


bake after rains, cultivate as soon as 
it is dry enough. 
As a rule, stirring 


the surface two inches will give better 
results than deep cultivation. 


If the home garden is located near 


the kitchen door, the hoe and rake 
can be kept conveniently near so that 
odd moments 
can be spent 
in cul- 


tivating.

_ LONDON, April CO.— The Cambridge 
•Keview says: 


"The council (of the university) has 
asked the senate to sanction a grace 
to confer the degree of doctor of laws 
upon President Wilson. The announce- 
ment lias, we hear, given great pleas- 
ure in Washington. It will give even 
greater pleasure here. 
- "The president stands unique among 
modern rulers in that he is first and 
last a university man— president of 
Princeton and a great historian. More

The act, itself, nowhere 'makes any 
distinction between thoe>e drafted un- 
der the selective service regulations 
and those -who .have voluntarily 
listed. The only reference to enlist- 
ment is contained in the title of the 
act.The supreme judicial court of this 
commonwealth, in a case dealing: with 
the interpretation of an act of this 
commonwealth affecting soldiers of the 
Civil war, has said, "By primary mean- 
ing of the word, a person is 'enlisted* 
whose name is duly entered upon the 
military rolls, and it applies to those 
who are drafted as Well as to those 
who volunteer. 
Both 
are 
enlisted. 
The word is used in this sense in the 
articles of war." Inhabs. of Sheffield 
vs. Inhabs. of Otis, 107 Mass. .284. 
It is therefore my opinion that this 
act as accepted by the city of Lowell 
through its municipal council, applies 
to .those drafted into the military or 
naval service of the United States "as 
well as to those who voluntarily en-, 
list.

Frequently, injuries of a minor char- 
acter, neglected for 
some period of 
time, develop into those of a serious 
nature, and cause the city in the pay- 
ment of benefits under the act a large 
expenditure of money. I would suggest 
that the various foremen in the 
em- 
ploy of the city in all departments be 
instructed to report 
immediately to 
this department the name of any 
borer, workman or mechanic who 
la- 


ceiv«s an injury, no matter how slight, 
in the course of their employment, so 
that the city physician may be di- 
rected to investigate and 
apply 
the 
necessary preventative measures be- 
fore any serious condition results. 
I believe if the above measures were 
adopted it would be a distinct 
bene- 


fit to the ctty.
